“The .drouth situation has 
been the subject of several con- 
ferences between Secretary’ 
Hyde, Chairman Legge and my- 
self. The Department of Ag- 
riculture has undertaken a de- 
tailed survey of the situation. 
They will report next Monday 
upon the condition in each area 
in the country. The information 
. so far indicates great variation 
in the effect of the drouth. 
both as between states, between 
counties in those states and even 
between farms in the same 
counties. 

There can be no doubt as to 
its most serious character in 
many localities and that unless | 
relieved there will be real stf- 
fering. The maximum intensi- 
ty seems to lie in a belt rough- 
ly following the Potomac, the 
Ohio and the Mississippi rivers. 

“The measures of assistance 
that the Farm Board and the 
other agencies of the Federal 
Government can and should un- 
dertake are being determined. 

“It is evident already that 
large measures of feed move- 
ment to livestock in the drouth 
areas or movement of animals 
out of the worst areas will need 
be undertaken later in the fall. 
It is too early to determine the 
precise character of relief: 
much depends upon the further 
spread ot the drouth; but no 
stone will be left unturned by 
the Federal Government in giv- 
ing assistance to local authori- 
ties. I have asked the railways 
to investigate the situation from 
a transportation point of view.”

WASHINGTON, ‘Aug. 5.— The 
monotony of weather forecasts pre- 
dicting no letup in the almost un- 
precedented drouth which has 
baked vast agricultural regions be- 
tween the Rocky Mountains and 
the Appalachians continued un- 
broken today. 

Aside from scattered showers 
there was no prospect for general 
rain throughout the parched belt 
for at least 24 hours. 

As Weather Bureau officials 
watched the drouth, their reports 
showed only light rain and con- 
tinued high temperatures in the 
drouth area for the last 24 hours. 

No general rains were forecast, 
although there were prospects for 
showers today or tonight or tomor- 
row in parts of North Dakota, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Indiana, Illinois, 
Ohio and Kentucky. 

Somewhat cooler weather was 

predicted for the central portions 
of Indiana and IIlinois and for 
North and South Dakota. 
Showers brought temporary re- 
lief from the drouth last night and 
today in sections of the Middle 
West and Southwest states. 

In Eastern Oklahoma, general 
storms last night relieved a month’s 
drouth. The average temperature 
was 100 degrees yesterday with 112 
at Bartlesville. 

Nebraska and lowa, where corn 
has been fired for days, also had 
some rain early today. 

Downpour at Tekamas, Neb. 
The Tekamah (Neb.) region was 
covered with downpour. Five 
inches of rain fell between Teka- 
mah and Craig. Showers were gen- 
eral over the State. Before the 
rain yesterday the heat was terri- 
fic.

tral headquarters in Chicago, the 
Boston Evening American learned 
today. 8 

“A bill in equity has been filed 
in Augusta, Chief Justice Pattan- 
gall has issued an order of notice, 
which is returnable in Supreme 
Court at Augusta on Tuesday, 
Aug. 12. 

“The action came as a shock to 
financial circles, because of the 
prominence and activities of the 
defendant corporation. The Amer- 
ican Bond & Mortgage Co. in the 
last 20 years is reputed to have 
done a business aggregating $150,- 
000,000. It has financed the build- 
ing of hotels, theaters and apaft- 
ment houses all over the country. 

“The complaining bond owners 
charge that the American Bond 
and Mortgage Co. is on the brink 
of insolvency. They claim 41 is- 
sues have been defaulted. 

“The action was brought in 
Maine because the company was 
incorporated there. The first drive 
was made by bond owners who re- 
side in North Attleboro and Plain- 
ville. Later they were joined by 
protesting bond owners in Maine, 
many of them in Agricultural cir- 
cles. i 

“The glaims of the North Attle- 
boro and Plainville petitioners to- 
tal $100,000.” 


Company Officer Says Suit Will Be 
Resisted.

There has been iittie interest in 
the campaign. Most of the vote 
was expected to be accounted for 
by ward organization workers, City 
offices were closed today and most 
of the 6000 city employes thus 
freed from regular duties were en- 
gaged in getting out the vote for 
slates indorsed by their ward clubs. 

Banks and the St. Louis Stock 
Exchange were closed today be- 
cause of the primary, as well as 
city and State offices. 

There is no clear-cut cleavage 
between groups of Republican can- 
didates, such as has occurred in 
the past, when there have been 
definite administration and anti- 
administration slates.

BREAD GRAN ALSO

Former Assistant U. S. Sec- 
retary of Agriculture 
Thinks Dry Spell will Set- 
tle Question of Surplus. 


By the Associated Press, 
CHICAGO, Aug. 56.—Farmers 


throughout the grain belt have be- 
gun to feed their wheat to the hogs 
and to cut it for hay, reports to the 
grain trade here say. The loss to 
the corn crop from drouth during 
July has been estimated here by 
grain brokers at 400, 000,000 bush- 
els. 

Arthur Jackson of a grain firm 
here said he was informed by a 
miller in Lafayette, Ind., that load 
after load of wheat was being 
hauled to the mill by farmers to 
be ground into hog feed and taken 
back home. 

“Nature seems to be settling the 
farm relief problem,” said Ber- 
nard Snow, former Assistant Unit- 
ed States Secretary of Agriculture, 
now a member of a grain firm 
here. The tremendous loss of the 
corn crop during July,” he said, 
“a loss which is still continuing, is 
likely to prove a blessing in dis- 
guise.’ 

“Acreage Not Only Factor.” 

Pointing out that the heat and 
drouth were accomplishing “such 
a reduction of the crop surplus as 
was proposed by the Federal Farm 
Board,” Snow said that “it looks 
as though the losses in corn will 
accomplish the needed readjust- 
ment between supply and demand 
of all products, and incidentally 
emphasize the fact that acreage is 
not the only factor to be reck- 
oned with in determining volume 
of crop production.” 

“The prospective shortage in corn 
and shift in price relationships has 
already turned manufacturers of 
feed products, and feeders as well, 
to the use of corn substitutes,” 
Snow said. ‘“‘Wheat, oats, rye and 
barley are being bought in heavy 
volume for feeding purposes. The 
short hay crop and the destruc- 
tion of pastures further forces the 
substitution of small grains. 

The farm feeding demand bids 
fair to absorb a large bulk of the 
burdensome old wheat carry over 
and thereby accomplish what Gov- 
ernmental farm relief has found it 
impossible to effect. It is likely to 
go even further and bring about a 
complete readjustment of the farm 
situation. 

In Western Kansas feeding of 
wheat was reported to be general. 
In Oklahoma “everybody who has 
anything to feed wheat to is feed- 
ing it.” Corn in that area was re- 
ported burned so:seriously as to be 
worthless even for fodder. 

Reports to the Farmers’ Grain 
Corporation from Indiana and IIli- 
nois said numerous farmers were 
withholding wheat from the mar- 
ket, with the probability that much 
of it would be fed depending on the 
extent of damage to the corn crop. 
Similar reports came from parts of 
Missouri and Nebraska. In North- 
ern Colorado wheat was left stand- 
ing in fields, 


“More Serious Than the Nation 
Understands.“ 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON Aug. 
J. Taber, master of the National 
Grange, returning to Washington 
yesterday after a 10-day visit to 
the drouth-affected areas in the 
Middle West, told President Hoover 
that if rain did not fall within 30 
days the drouth would become a 
major catastrophe. He described 
the situation as “more serious than 
the nation understands.“ 

Taber suggested that special 
freight rates be granted to facili- 
tate the movement of feed to live- 
stock in the areas hardest hit and 
that credit facilities be extended to 
the utmost, 

Chairman Legge of the Federal 
Farm Board said in a radio ad- 
dress from Chicago that the drouth 
threatened livestock growers and 
dairymen with serious losses. He 
estimated the corn crop would be 
reduced in some sections as much 
as 40 or 50 per cent and said the 
hay crop was “the smallest we 
have had in years.” Bankers and 
business men were warranted in 
extending every assistance possible 
to help cattle growers and dairy- 
men to purchase the feed neces- 
sary to maintain their herds,” he 
declared.

thority in Missouri estimating to- 
day that the loss in crops and 
livestock in this State alone would 
amount to more than $100,000,000. 
In Missouri the prolonged ab- 
sence of rain already has caused a 
decrease of from 60,000,000 to 60,- 
000,000 bushels in thé estimated 
yield of corn. Agricultural of- 
ficilals at the State capital said, 
however, that farmers suffered the 
greatest setback in pasture crops 
which were in the worst condition 
in 30 years. All unharvested crops 
were reported deteriorating. Water 
in many places is at a premium, 
small streams and wells being 
dried up.

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WOOD-EATING ANTS 
_CAUSE $1500 LOSS 
AT SECOND BAPTIST 


Termites Set Up Colony in 
Joists. and Flooring, Neces- 
sitating Repairs. 


\ 

Wood-devouring white ants have 
set up a community in the joists 
and flooring of Second Baptist 
Church, Kingshighway and Wash- 
ington boulevards. By their tun- 
neling through timbers and floor 
covering they have made necessary 
$1500 worth of repairs. 

The ants are scientifically 
known as Termitidae or termites. 
Discovered in the Second Baptist 
Church flooring two years ago, they 
worked so rapidly that it was nec- 
essary to replace the affected por- 
tions during the summer vacation. 
Measures are being taken to eradi- 
cate the colony. : 

Termites are active in some sec- 
tions of the Southern states and 
throughout Central and South 
America, but are not found exten- 
sively this far North. Instances of 
destruction such as occurred in 
Second Baptist Church, however, 
have been encountered frequently 
in St. Louis in previous summers.

Although the effect of the 
druuth might de slight on St. 
Louis consumers, Tiedeman said, it 
was ruinous to the milk producers 
in the St. Louis district, who were 
forced to begin drawing on their 
winter supply of feed. He said 
they were cutting the corn. already 
reduced two-thirds by drouth. The 
winter supplies of hay and grain 
also are being used now. 

He suggested that producers, as 
some of them are doing now, “grind 
up some of this 75-cent wheat” and 
use it for dry feed, as the cheapest 
way to avoid using up the winter 
supply. Those farmers who were 
feeding only dry food now. he 
judged, found milk production cut 
in half, while those who fed green 
fodder were cutting down the re- 
serve for silage, the succulent feed 
for winter. |

ISABELLE M. ALDEN, WRITER

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U. S.-Mexico Board Fails to Agree 
On Colorado River Water Division 


Representatives of Southern Republic Demand 
3,600,000 Acre Feet Offer of 750,000 


From Northern Side Rejected. 


By the Associated Press. : 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The 
problem of dividing the waters of 
the Colorado, Tijuana and, Rio 
Grande rivers between the United 
States and Mexico mains un- 
solved, the internaticnal commis- 
sion appointed to study it having 
failed to agree. 

Representatives of Mexico insist 
on the. allocation to that country 
of at least 3,600,000 acre feet of 


water a year, while the American 
members of the commission refused 
to ecncede more than 750,000 acre 
feet, which, they pcinted out, was 
the greatest amount ever used in 
Mexico in any one year. 

The American commissioners, in- 
cluding Elwood Mead, Federal Re- 
clamation Commissioner; Lansing 
H. Beach and W. E. Anderson, have 
made their report to President Hoo- 
ver. The President has transmit- 
ted the report to Congress, but it 
must await the December session 
before any further acticn can be 
taken. 

In the interim, Lawrence M. 
Lawson, a member of the Interna- 
tional Boundary Commission, has 
been selected to clean up minor de- 
tails of the water commission's 
work while in Mexico City in con- 
nection with his other duties. 

Many Conferences’ Held. 

In their report, the American 
com missicners reviewed the confer- 
ences held in an effort to reconcile 
the contentions of the two coun- 
tries, beginning with the Mexican 
claim to 4,500,000 acre feet of wa- 
ter annually, based on the fact that 
there are 1,500,000 acres of irriga- 
ble land in Mexico tributary to the 
Colorado, for which three acre feet 
a year were regarded as necessary. 

The Americans proposed a Mex- 
ican allocation of 750,000 acre feet. 
They called attention to the dan- 
ger to lands along the river in 
Mexico from flood and suggested 
that steps be taken to protect these 
lands. 

The Mexican commissioners re- 
duced their demand to 32,600,000 
acre feet, to which they — insisted 
Mexico had a right because of the 
“status brought about by diversion 
of waters of the Colorado River 
through Mexican territory.” 


| 


“The enormous wealth developed 
in the American Imperial Valley,” 
the Mexicans said, “is founded up- 
on Mexico’s benevolent consent 
while accepting a water right-of- 
way. The concession which orig- 
inated this status was accepted by 
the United States Government, and 
thereafter, that same Government 
not only maintained its acceptance 
but authorized large appropriations 
of Federal funds in order to main- 
tain certain structures derived from 
the origina] concession.” 

In addition, they argued the 
construction of Boulder Canyon 
dam by the United States notori- 
ously violates certain provisions of 
the boundary treaties now in 
force.”’ 

The demand for 3,600,000 acre 
feet of water was based on the 
Mexican estimate that there were 
about 6,000,000 acres of American 
lands requiring improvements, and 
that similar Mexican land amount- 
ed to about 1,500,00@ acres. 

No Treaty Violation. 

The American commissioners re- 
fused to accept the claim that 
erection of the Boulder Dam con- 
stituted a treaty violation, explain- 
ing that they had “no knowledge 
ot any treaty or other obligation of 
the United States which would re- 
strict its acts on the Colorado 
within its own boundaries.” 

They pointed out that their of- 
fer of 750,000 acre feet of water 
was designed as “an act of comity 
and friendship, but not as a right“ 
of the Mexican Government. 

Subsequently a subcommittee 
was selected to reconcile the 
claims, the report said, but after 
several days of continuous confer- 


ences it was agreed that the dif- 


ferences in the ‘views of the two 
tections rendered it. impossible to 
submit unanimous recommenda- 
tions from the commission to the 
two governments.“ F 

The American commissioners, 
however, recommended to the 
President that in the absence of 
an agreement, the United States 
“should give notice to Mexico that

WILKINS INSPECTS SUBMARINE

Explorer Intends to Start With 18 
Men, Food for Year, Fuel 
for 7000 Miles.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 5. 
Sir George Hubert Wilkins, British 
explorer, has inspected the sub- 
marine, O-12, in which he hopes to 
reach the North Pole, and pro- 
nounced it suitable for his purpose. 
The submarine is at the navy yard 
awaiting reconditioning and alter- 
ations. 

At the conclusion of his inspec- 
tion Sir George said he was more 
than ever convinced that the sub- 


marine is the only practical means 


of reaching the North Pole by 
boat. 

It is the explorer’s intention to 
take the O-12, with a crew of 18 
men, provisions for a year and fuel 
for 7000 miles, to Spitzbergen, and 
thence over sea and under sea to 
the open water in Bering Strait on 
th other side of the Pole. 

Th O-12 is one ot several undr. 
sea boats built before the World 
War. It will be renamed the 
Nautilus in honor of Jules Verne’s 
mythical craft.

AMERICANS FINANCING 
ABERDEEN CATHEDRAL 


Foundation Stone of $1,000,- 
000 Structure to Be Laid 
Aug. 15. 


By the Associated Press, 

ABERDEEN, Scotland, Aug 6. 
—Ag the result of a kindly act of 
certain bishops in Aberdeen nearly 
150 years ago, American church- 
men have raised $1,000,000 to 
build a new and fitting cathedral 
for the city. The existing ca- 
thedral, they consider, is unworthy 
of the inhabitants. 

Several American bishops who 
are attending the Lambeth confer- 
ence are to see the laying. of the 
foundation stone Aug. 15, with 
Bishop Perry, the presiding bishop 
of the American Episcopal Church, 
performing the ceremony. 

It was in 1783 that the Ameri- 
can church held its first conven- 
tion and appointed its first bishop, 
who, however, was unable to ob- 
tain consecration in England be- 
cause he would have had to swear 
allegiance to the English crown. 
In consequence, Scottish bishops 
performed the ceremony in Aber- 
deen. 

To show their appreciation, 
American churchfolk have been

This knowledge has made 
it possible, in a measure, to pre- 
vent cancer“ by removing the 
source of the irritation and at times 
by removing the area of irritated 
tissue. 

Cancer is a wild or uncontrol- 
lable new growth ef tissue cells 
which always starts at a single lo- 
cation. The present day remedy 
for this condition lies in the remov- 
al, destruction, or arr of the 
wild-growing cells. 

In addition to an intensive. 
search for the cause of cancer, 
science also is seéking its cure, The 
true cure would be some agent 
capable of destroying or arresting 
the growth of thé wild cells with- 
out injury to the cells of the nor- 
mal tissue. 

Surgery, radium and the X-ray 
at the present time are the three 
means for the treatment of can- 
cer, but a true cure still remains 
to be found.
